‘Tue statement that the dispute between 
Russia and China bad been settled 
amicably, which was telegrapbed to us 
some time since by Reunter’s telogram 
Company, does not seem to be accepted 
by officials or merchants in the north. 
Correspondents in Tientsia and Peking 
have been in the habit of telling us 
that they had to depend on Shanghai 
uewspapers for the rumours of impend- 
ing war; but this is now changed, and 
while in Shangbai we have made up 
our minds that the danger is past, 
from Tientsin we hear that the chances 
of » pacific arrangoment of the difficulty 
are as remote as ever. From Chinese 
sources wo hear that the demands of 
Russia are so stringent that uo Chinese 
dure suggest to the Government that 
they should be accepted; that China, 
unprepared as sho is, had better throw 
herself on the fortane of war than 
consent to the heavy losses in mouey 
aud territory which the Russiaus are 
determined to inflict. If the demands 
of Russia are as excessive as is some- 
times stated, it is easy to understand 
that high officials who have been for 
years wasting the scauty revenues of 
the country in arms aud equipments, 
should hesitate to confess the fatility of 
their expenditure, by recommending an 
immediate submission to the euemy’s 
demands. Yet these are the very men 
who know best how vain the outlay bas 
been, and bow soon the babble would 














be pricked by actual warfare. The 


Empresses aud the Court, shut up in 
the Forbidden City, and knowing 
nothing of the outside world bub 
from interested reports, may easily 
have been led to take a much too 
sanguine view of the power of the 
nation they govern, and it would noed 
a messenger of unusual boldness to 
open their ears to the real weakness of 
their country. Pare ignorance there- 
fore, an ignorance for which they oan 
hardly be held responsible, may lead 
them to reject the Russian demands, 
and the war, which we have hoped had 
passed away, may bo declared at any 
moment. On the other hand, wo hear 
from equally authoritative sources that 
no demands have yeb been formulated 
by the Russiaus; that the question is 
still of the ratification of the treaty of 
Livadia, and that this will not be 
re-opened, nor will the final terms of 
Russia be presented until the arrival 
in Poking of the Russian Minister, 
Mr, Butzoff. This we are inclined to 
think is more likely to be the trae 
state of the case; for secrecy is nuknown 
in a Chinese yamén, and had Russia 
made her demands, they would by this 
time we believe have been known in 
Shanghai. There can be no doubt that 
China is on the windy side of the law 
in refusing to ratify the treaty of 
Livadia; she has a ready precedent in 
the action of the English Government, 
which has not yet ratified the Chefoo 
Conventior 

We atill believe in the probability of 
peace, China is unprepared for war, 
and the Chinese are above all things a 

e-loving people ; while Russia is not 
likely to outer on the conflict with « light 
heart, as long as the European Eastern 
question is in such a precarious position, 
‘The personal feelings of potentates 
have often more to say in the question 
of peace or war than the advice of 
their counsellors; and in the present 
instance it is suggested that the Czar’s 
amour propre bas been wounded by 
tho refusal of the arrangement come to 
with C’hung How, ic which Alexander 
took a more than usually personal 
interest. Were affairs in Turkey settled, 
were the smouldering embers in south- 
eastern Europe definitely quenched, 
Russia could turn her whole attention 
to her Asintic quarrel, but this is im. 
possible at present; and we look at 
the sending of the large fleet now in 
these waters more in the light of a 
naval demonstration than as a-real 
preparation for what may be a loug 
and arduous struggle. 
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‘e have discussed already the pos- 
sibility of Russia’s claiming the cession 
of Corea as one of the-conditions of 
peace. We have been in the habit of 
considering Corea as much a dependency 
of China as the island of Formosa, but 
it is suggested that Corea is really an 
independent kingdom, and that the Rus- 
sians have as much right to attack or 
even annex it as the French have to add 
‘Tonquin to their possessions in Cochin- 
China. In that case it is difficult to 
see on what pretext Corea can be dis- 
turbed ; it can only be on 
the good old rul 
‘Tha they should get who 
xy should Keep who can. 
Tho continued despatch of troops 
to Sban-hai Kuan looks as if the 
Chinese were not willing to stand 
by quictly and seo the boundaries 
of Siberian again removed south- 
ward; bat that such a result will 
follow, unless the Chiuese Goveruinent 
comes to terms, there can be little 
doubt. Meanwhile we have to be con- 
tent with the rumours that reach us 
from day to day, hoping for the best, 
but fearing the arrival of every steamer 
from the north, lest it bring us news 
that the iguorance of the Court and 
the weakness of the Tsung-li Yamén 
have allowed the beginning of a 
straggle, which for some timo at least 
can bring nothing but loss and damage 
to natives and foreigners alike.

Herr R. von Krencki, the German Vice- 
Consul at this port, left for Chefoo by the 
C.C.S.N. Co.’s steamer Sin Nanzing. 

His Excellency E. Butzow, the Russian 
Minister to China, left St. Petersburg 
for Peking on the 24th of September, by 
way of tho United States and Japan. 

. According to advices dated Friday even- 
ing last, Sir Thomas Wade and Admiral 
Coote were then staying in Chefoo. The 
former, it was expected, would leave 
shortly for Tientsin in H.MLS. Lapwing, 
n route for Peking. 








We note the arrival, by the C.0.S.N. 
Co.'s steamer Sin Nanzing, of Mr. C. 
Gardner, H.ML.’s late Acting Consul at 
Chefoo, and Mrs. Gardner and family. 
‘They are en route to England, and leave by 
the Indus to-morrow. Mr. Gardner's 
service in China extends over a length- 
ened period, and we hear that he does not 
intend to return at the expiration of his 
leave of absence. 

Mr. C. T. Maude, second Secretary 
to H.M.'s Legation at Peking, arrived here 
on Thursday by the M.B. Co.’s steamer 
Tokio Mar, having come from England 
by way of the United States and Japan. 
He leaves for Tientsin by the C.M.S.N. 
Co.’s steamer Pautah. We notice that 
Mr. B. Brenan, Acting Chinese Secretary 
to the Legation, who has been visiting 
the southern ports, also went north on the 
same steamer. 

Major-General Donovan, Commander of 
the British Forces in Hongkong, held a 
review of Japanese troops at Tokio on the 
ith ult. About 5,000 men, including 
artillery, cavalry, aud infantry, took part 
in the review, and General Donovan is 
reported to have expressed a favourable 
opinion on the alertness and precision of 
the troops, 

His Excellency Don Carlos A. de Espaiia, 
the Spanish Minister at Peking, expired at 
half-past four on the morning of the Ist 
inst., from the effects of the injuries he 
received five days previously from a 
fall from a horse under circumstances 
already recorded. ‘Tho funeral took place 
at the Missionary Cemetery the follow- 
ing day, and was attended by all the 
foreign ministers. ‘The sacrament of ex- 
treme unction was administered on the 
day of the accident.—Seiior Luis de Agar, 
Secretary of Legation, has taken charge 
of the Embassy until the appointment of 
another Minister by the Spanish Govern- 
ment, who have been communicated with 
by telegram. ‘The flags at tho different 
Consulates in Shanghai were lowered to 
half-mast in respect to the memory of the 
deceased minister. 

We regret to have to record the death 
by drowning of Seiior Alberto de Garay, 
Consul for Spain at Shanghai, which 
occurred on Monday, shortly before noon, 
He bad been paying a visit to the 
Spanish corvette Dota Maria de Molina, 
and was landing from a sampan at the 
‘Minghong Road jetty, in front of the 
American Consulate, when he missed his 
footing and fell into the river, which is very 
deep at the place. ‘The sampanman, instead 
of rendering him assistance, yulohed away 
as fast as he could, and the unfortunate 
gentleman's own mafoo, who was waiting 
for him with his carriage at the jetty, acted 
equally foolishly. It appears not to have 
entered his mind that he could render 
his master assistance, for he immediately 
drove off to inform Madame de Garay of 
the occurrence, who immediately returned 
with him tothe place. In themeantimesome 
of the officers and crew of the Dota Maria 
de Molina had arrived and were making 
efforts by means of drags to recover the body. 
Seiior de Garay had been im Shanghai six 
years, and his death will be universally 
regretted. He was thirty-six yearsofage, and 
had been eighteen years in the service of the 








Spanish Government, having served in the 
United States and Peru previous to his | 
arrival in Shanghai. It was only a few 
days ago that he telegraphed to his Govern- 
ment the news of the death of the Spanish 
Minister at Peking, which our readers are 
well aware was no less sad and untimely 
than his own. In respect to the memory 
of the deceased all the Consular flags were 
lowered to half-mast on Tuesday, as were 
also those on all men-of-war in the harbour, 
including the Chinese, and on the English 
and French mail steamers. 

The boatman who brought Seiior de 
Garay from the Spanish man-of-war to 
the Ming-hong Road pontoon on Monday, 
went, of his accord, to the Hongkew Police 
Station at half-past eleven o'clock on Tues- 
day morning, accompanied by several other 
boatmen, whom he said he had invited to 
come with him, Ho said that he brought 
his sampan alongside the pontoon on the 
shore sido, in such a way that its etern pro- 
jected beyond thecorner, and that the Consul 
put one foot on the narrow step of the 
pontoon, and the other on the top of it, when 
he reeled, lost his balance, and fell backwards 
head first into the water, and that he never 
camo to the surface, ‘The boatman says that 
he leaned over the side of the sampan and 
tried to catch hold of tho unfortunate 
gentleman as he sank, but without su 
coss, It is to be regretted that there 
is nothing of the nature of a railing or a 
fence round the pontoons, Their unpro- 
tected stato has been frequently complained 
of, and it is to be hoped that something 
will be done that will tend to prevent 
a repetition of such accidents as tho 
one which has deprived the Spanish 
Government of an able representative and 
the community of Shanghai of a highly 
respected and prominent member. 

Unceasing efforts were made to find the 
body of the deceased, but it was not 
recovered until early this morning. Tho 
funeral takes placo this evening, and it is 
expected that it will be attended by the 
Consuls, and a numerous following of other 
prominent resident, 

Judgment was given on Friday in the 
United States Consular Court at Ningpo in 
the case of the United States (Chong-leng) 
v. J. H, Burnett, The Consul found the 
defendant guilty of the,offence with which 
he was charged and sentenced him to pay 
fa fine of $500, and to be imprisoned for a 
year in the Consular gaol at Shanghai, 
From this judgment all three of the 
Associates dissented ; and tho caso is to be 
again roferred to the U.S. Minister at 
Peking. On other pages we -continue 
our report of the case, but for want of 
space we hold over the speeches of Counsel 
and the judgment. 

It is satisfactory to find that the Munici- 
pal Council are of the opinion that the im- 
putations of bribery and corruption against 
the native detective Fung Che-wai should 
be strictly investigated. This was the 
course we regretted had not been adopted 
when the opportunity was afforded at 
the Mixed Court a short time ago. The 
evidence the United States Assessor has 
against Fung Che-wai should be made 
public, and then, if his guilt is established, 
he should be punished as a warning to 
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others ; but to have been condemned with- 
out even the formality of a charge being 
made against him, was an injustice that 
certainly could not be allowed to pass 
unnoticed. 

About six o'clock on Friday evening five 
houses in the Rue Wei in tho French 
Concession collapsed, and two men, a 
woman, and two children were injured by 
the falling débris. ‘The woman died on 
Saturday morning. We are informed that 
the brick part of the outer wall of the end 
house had been taken away, the wooden 
supports remaining. ‘These were supported 
by props, and when some intelligent person 
removed them the walls of all the domiciles 
fell one after the other. 

About five o'clock on Monday evening 
the: body of a coloured man was found in 
tho river near the Polico Hulk. It was 
taken to the dead-house at Pootung, and 
Coroner's iriquest was opened there the 
same last evening and continued the 
following day at the offices of the Supreme 
Court, It was shown that the corpse was 
that of a Jewish cook named Menahem 
Abraham, who had been missing since the 
Gth inst, The evidence given is fully 
reported on another page, A verdict of 
found drowned was returned. 

‘Tho following ia the team of the 8.V.0., 
to shoot on the 23rd inst., in the order 
of their scores made during the trial 
practices :—Sub-Lieut. Glass, Sorgt. Rex, 
Corp. Moutrie, Privs. Bowman, Buchanan, 
Gould, Sorgt, Vincont, Privs. Milsom 
and Valentino, and Liout. Sim. Lieut, 
Tucker also fired the necessary thre 
times, making a score that would have 
brought hiin easily into the team, but as 
oné of these occasions was in the afternoon, 
by special arrangement with the Officer 
Commanding, and it proved afterwards 
that the rule hardly permitted of thi 
Lieut, Tucker waived any claim to shoot in 
the team. 

A Canton ‘woman died very suddenly 
about three o'clock on Tuesday afternoon 
at a house in Chapoo Road, Hongkew. 
A foreigner was in the room at the time, 
and he says that a short time before the 
ocourrence he was passing down the street 
when she invited him into the house. He 
was acquainted with her and entered. It 
seems that a few days ago a friend of the 
woman's died, and she was conversi 
with the foreigner on the subject of the 
funeral, when she suddenly fell forward 
on the floor and expired instantly. The 
foreigner called a woman who was in the 
room below, and sho at once sont for a 
native doctor, but his efforts were of no 
avail. 

‘The hearing of the “ gambling caso” was 
concluded yesterday at the Mixed Court. 
Tue three prisoners were muleted in the 
sums of $700, $520, and $50 respectively, 
and they are to remain in prison till these 
sums are paid. 

Tt is stated that the gun-vessel Kestrel, 
now at Singapore, is to be ordered to 
Hongkong to have a poop placed on her, 
similar to that on the gun-vessel Midge. 

‘The O.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer Haeting, 
Captain Charles H. Wells, left Hankow 
on the 2nd instant for Tientsin with 731 
soldiers on board, and arrived at that 























port on the 7th, after experiencing a 
heavy N.E. gale which lasted for about 
twelve hours. ‘The troops disembarked by 
order of His Excellency the Viceroy of 
Chihli the next day at two o'clock. ‘The 
steamer made the trip from Hankow to 
Tientsin, and thence to Shanghai, by way 
of Chefoo, in ten days, including all stop- 
pages, which is, we think, the quickest 
trip of that route yet recorded. 

A correspondent from Chefoo writes— 
“Concerning the posters on the walls of 
Yentai, which I wrote to you about last 
week, the Taotai has issued a proclamation 
offering a reward for the apprehension or 
disclosure of the writer of them. It 
was.a bold step for the Chinaman, whoever 
he was, to take; and we are thankful to 
the Taotai for the prompt steps he took to 
prevent the object in view being attained.” 

A San Francisco contemporary has 
information from a reliable source that 
large shipments of cigars manufactured by 
Chinese in San Francisco have been 
recently shipped to New York. Within 
the past thirty days over one million cigars 
have been sent East. The leaf tobacco 
comes from Connecticut and Pennsylvania, 
and the cigars manufactured therefrom are 
returned by rail to the Eastern mark 
The cigars are invoiced in at pric 
ranging from $22 to $35 per 1,000. This 
shows the formidable advance of Chinese 
competition in the United States, and 
clearly shows that the cheap labour of New 
York cannot compete with the Mongolian 
labour of San Fraucisco. 

‘The Academy of the 28th August says :— 
Dr. Passagiotes Potagos, the Greek traveller 
whose African explorations we recently 
referred to, arrived in London last week. 
Having given an account of his journeys in 
Africa at Paris, he has come over to give 
us the benefit of his Asiatic experiences, 
perhaps at the Geographical Section of the 
British Association. Dr. Potagos appears to 
have travelled across Asia from Oonstanti- 
nople to Hami in the eastern Tien Shan, 
visiting we are afraid to say what countries 
enroute, At Hami he was imprisoned for 
two years, and during that time acquired 
information regarding the regions of Koko- 
Nor and Lob-Nor and the scarcely known 
northera belt of the Chinese Empire east 
of Hami. 

‘The opponents of free trade ought to 
take a lesson from the results of prohibitive 
duties in China, a country which, above 
all others, may be considered to be the 
paradise of protectiouists. Nowhere does 
trade languish and dwindle so much in the 
face of heavy duties, and in a recent report 
the Commissioner of Imperial Maritime 
Customs at Kiukiang has pointed out the 
suicidal nature of the policy. Merchandise 
brought from the interior to the coast or 
river, has to submit to enormous taxations, 
and little or no remuneration accompanies 
its export. Moreover, the consumer has 
to pay exorbitantly for his goods, aud 
altogether the commerce of China is in a 
state of extremedemoralisation. It is greatly 
to be regretted that the officials of the 
Celestial Empire, aware as they are of the 
injurious influence of these duties, do not 
make some effort to place the tariff ona 
sounder financial aud commercial basis.— 
British Mercantile Gazette. 















The Aden correspondent of the Bombay 
Gazette thus narrates the circumstances 
attending the salvage of the steamer Jeddah 
by the 0.8.8. Co.'s steamer Antenor :— 
Captain Bragg, of the Antenor, stated 
that on sighting the Jeddah near Guarda- 
fai he sent his chief officer, Mr. R, 
Campbell, on board, who reported that 
she carried 933 pilgrims, and the second 
engineer was the only European left on 
the ship, but that he was certain she 
could be saved if the Antenor would tow 
her. Captain Bragg decided to make the 
endeavour, and after several attempts 
succeeded in getting hold of the Jeddah, 
which he towed easily into Aden. Tho 
chief officer of the Antenor remained on 
board the disabled vessel with a few hands 
to steer, and the second engineer executed 
asalvago bond in Captain Bragg’s favour 
for £13,000, At the timo the Jeddah was 
picked up, the weather was calm and she 
was standing towards the land under jib 
and trysails, about three or four miles 
N.W. of Guardafui, ‘The pilgrims seemed 
to take the whole business as a matter of 
course, and were in no way excited ; some, 
it is alleged, had never been on dock sinco 
tho vessel left Penang. 

Wo decidedly think that the British 
Government should lose no time in insist 
ing upon a categorical declaration from 
Russia as to the objects for which she is 
concentrating her naval and military power 
in the North Pacific. The Russian com- 
plication with China has either been 
already settled satisfactorily, or is approach 
ing a pacific solution, Cousidering how 
suddenly tho differences betweon these two 
Empires, which had all but broken out 
into a war, have been composed, we cannot 
but suspect that some secrot understanding 
has been come to between tho Courts of 
St. Petersburg and Peking. ‘The Chinese, 
though they hate the Russians in common 
with all foreign nations, hate the English 
with a special hatred, and would, for 
substantial considerations, facilitate and 
assist any attempt of Russia to invade 
India and displace British rule in that 
country. Such a combination is neither 
an impossibility, nor still less, an improba- 
bility. While the British nation, infected 
with Lord Beaconfield’s mania about a 
scientific frontier, have been fortifying the 
gate of India, they have, with almost 
incredible folly, left her walls not only 
unprotected, but almost unwatche 
recognise the necessity of strengthe: 
north-western frontier ; but it does not 
follow that the north-east frontier should 
be left to take care of itself. It is quite as 
much from this, as from the other frontier, 
that a Russian invasion is possible. With 
the co-operation of China, Russia could, 
with the help of the hills between Assam 
and China, and Burmah and China, make 
her way into India with the same secreoy 
and suddenness as she penetrated not long 
ago into Cabul. It behoves the Govern- 
ment to take prompt measures for securing 
the north-east frontier of Assam, where 
the wild races are at almost constant feud 
with the people of the British territory.— 
Indian Mirror.

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STREET TRAFFIC iN SHANGHAI. 
Courtamrs are so frequently made 
about the dangers of the street traffic 
in-Shanghai, and the want of proper 
police regulations, that'it is worth while 
to consider seriously how much solid 
foundation there is for them, In doing 
80, it is as well to look a little into the 
history of tho subject. It is matter of 
common knowledge that when the 
Settlement was first laid out, Captain 
Balfour, the first Consal, had great 
difficulty in getting the then landowners 
to make provision for streets at all. 
‘The first residents came from Canton, 
and had become so accustomed to the 
narrow ways of a carriageless Chinese 
city, as to deny the necessity for any 
channels of communication wider than 
the general Chinese streets. Sedan- 
chairs had carried the brokers and the 
merchants of Canton from one place 
to another, and if paths were left 
wide enough for two sedan-chairs 
to pass, nothing more, said the first 
residents, would ever be needed. Cap- 
tain Balfour, fortunately, was as far- 
seoing as be was determined, and at 
Inst succeeded in getting the Settlement 
laid out with thirty-feot streets. They 
were muddy in wet weather and dusty 
in dry weather; careful residents had 
to go about in chairs, while ‘old men 
still creep among us’ who remember 
how the more venturesome in wet 
weather had to go out to dinner in 
high deck boots, which they left at the 
door of their entertaiuer’s louse. The 
sedan-chair was used until a compara- 
tively recent period, but in the worst 
weather, when it was most necessary, 
it was a delusion and a snare to all 
excopt members of large honga with a 
Inrgo staff of coolies ; for in heavy rains, 
the chair would stand ready in the 
verandab, but coolies would be unob- 
tainable. Merchandise was carried 
exclusively by the coolie’s bamboo, 
until the ha-ho-ing of the bearers 
became such a nuisance that it had to 
be suppressed by a stringent Manicipal 
regulation, and is now but rarely heard. 
About twenty years ago, carriages came 
in, but for some time broughams and 
mail phaetons were so scarce that they 
could be told on the fingers, and the 
majority of carriage-owners were con- 
tent with the humble clothes-basket 
known as a Croydon basket-trap. A 
fow credulous individuals proposed to 
abolish the institution of carryin, 
coolies by the foundation of the Shan; 
hai Carting Company, which started 
with a force of carts and ponies ; but 
the coolies were more than a match 
for it; it was found that it cost as 
much to put the merchandise into the 
cart from the godown, and theu from 
the cart into cargo-boats, as to carry it 
tho whole way by the same coolies, and 
the Shanghai Carting Company fell 
early one of the victims to ‘Chinese 
cheap labour.’ The next introduction 
was that of wheelbarrows, which having 











been previously unknown south of the 
Great River, were brought in con- 
siderable quantities by rebellion refugees 
from the north shore of the Yangteze. 
‘They have held their own to the present 
day, but for some time foreigners, even 
occasionally foreign ladies, used them 
constantly, and one or two high foreign 
officials ad private. wheelbarrows con- 
structed with all the Inxury of backs 
and cushi But the most valaable 
improvement of all has been the intro- 
duetion from Japan of the mach-nbused 
jinriksha, Invented by a missionary 
in Yokohama, it was rapidly adopted 
by the practical genius of the Japanese, 
and in a few years it will donbtless be 
claimed as an indigenous discovery. 
In Shanghai it bas flourished notably 
since its first introduction, notwith- 
standing the enormous increase in the 
number of carringes, and it has quite 
supplanted the sedan-chair and the 
wheelbarrow as a conveyance for 
foreigners. Its soat is hard, its springs 
have more resistance than elasticity, 
its wheels have a constant tendency to 
run loose, but an empty j 

is still a most grateful sight ‘to the 
weary wayfarer; and since it bas 
received a third wheel, or a back 
leg, it does not turn over back- 
wards, as was its habit in its early 
days.” It is wonderfully cheap; it 
takes one rendily any distance under 
a mile for a sum equal to about two- 
pence in English money at a speed 
fally equal to that of the London 
“growler;’ and it is generally to be 
found at all hours of the day or night, 
‘The coolies are civil, if dirty ; they.are 
to be found in the wettest and coldest 
nights, aswell at midday in the middle 
of summer; aud at whatever uncom. 
fortable hour of the twenty-four the 
fire-bell may ring, the eager fireman 
will surely find a willing jinrikshaw 
within at most a brief distance from 
his door, Accidents with them are 
very rare; now and then a wheel comes 
off, aud tho fare comes down in the 
mud; but in collisions as a rule the 
jiuriksba coolie is more sinned 
against than sinning. He has one 
troublesome fault; if be has a lucky 
morning, he is rather wont to go off to 
an opium-shop to enjoy the fruits 
of his labour, and hand over his jin- 
riksha to the first coolie who comes 
along. It may be the substitute’s first 
attempt at the business; he gets 
involved in difficulties ab a street 
corner, bolts, and leaves fare and jin- 
riksha to their fate. 

The constaut endeavours of the 
Municipality to widen our streets show 
that they are conscious that the traffic 
has out-grown the facilities of com. 
manication ; but we do not believe in 
restricting the number of any class of 
vehicles. The jiuriksha takes much 
less room and is much more easily 
handled than the sedan-chair; the 
wheelbarrow carries as much as four, 
and often as much as six, coolies. After 
all, considering the density of our 

















population, and the narrowness of our 





roads, street accidents are by no means 
numerous; the coolies are. gradually 
learning, with the aid of the Police,-the 
recognised rules of. the road, and. with 
a little. more patience on the part of 
tho drivers of carriages, and a: little 
better training to somo of the ponios, 
we may fairly consider ourselves @ 
Model Settlement in the safety of our 
traffic as well as in 80 much else. 








THE GOVERNOR AND THE GOVERNED AT 
HONGKONG, 

Ir is qnite natural tht the Governor 
of @ Colony should enter upon his 
daties with an impression that the 
‘8 of the colonists are likely to bo 
prejudiced and narrow. Ho will ‘nob 
be ® good Governor if he at once 
adopts as gospel truth every statement 
that is current at the dinner-tables of 
the subordinates of the civil service, or 
at the mess of the regiment he finds 
quartered in the Colony. There are a 
large number of local topics. which, if 
he is a wise man, he will allow to cool, 
and he will dispassionately listen to all 
sides of the various burning questions 
tbat are intruded by ardent partisan- 
ship upon his notice. He is sure to 
find that his predecessor has a party of 
detractors and a party of sympathisers, 
and every effort will be made to induce 
him to commit himself on one side or 
the other, If he is prudent he will 
ponder these things and hold the 
balance as evenly as be can betwoon 
the two parties. At first ho will be 
praised for caution, and if he is ata 
later date called a trimmer, he must 
fall back on the consolations of philoso- 
phy, and be thankful that he is nob 
called anything worse. In time, if ho 
has a policy to develope he will see 
the best way to set about developing it, 
and the safest hands in whom to con- 
fide his plans. At all events, the wisdom 
of seeing how the land lies is so obvious 
that it seems incredible an official 
should ever neglect the tentative process, 
We should have a poor opinion of a 
Governor who made up his mind that 
everything was administered in tho 
Colony entrusted to him in the best 
possible way, and that nothing remained 
for him but to let the machine roll on 
in the grooves wherein it had moved 
under his excellent predecessor, If 
an Amurath always followed an 
Amuratb, and no alterations in the 
various administrative and legislative 
departments were ever made, our 
colonies would stagnate. New blood 
is a necessity everywhere, It is impose 
sible to avoid a Governor having pre. 
conceived ideas of what the Colony 
needs, and in many cases these pre- 
conesived ideas are right, but he should 
not at once thrust them upon Her 
‘Majesty’s lieges unmodified by advice 
and untested by experience. We are 
afraid that His Excolleney the Governor 
of Hongkong bas erred grievously 
in his mode of procedure. Sir 
John Pope Heunessy came on tho 
stage of Hongkong politics with an 
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overmastering iden, and that was the 
necessity of elevating the down-trodden 
native. The Englishman in China was 
like the Saxon in Ireland, a domineer- 
ing, insolent tyrant, The Chinaman 
was ® cowering and oppressed sorf. It 
was only changing the scene of iniquity 
and cruelty. ‘The self-same power 
that was poetically believed to hang 
Irishmen and women for “ wearing of 
the greon” in Tipperary would doubtless 
hang Chinese for wearing pig-tails in 
Hongkong. Oppression and high- 
handedness were the marks of Bri 
rule everywhere, and therefore a philan- 
thropie man must at on 
self on the side of the i: 
and vindionte in the name of humanity 
the rights of the children of the soil. 
The only preliminary neglected was the 
discovery of satisfactory evideuces of 
oppression ! 

Here the Governor was unfortunate. 
He allowed himself to be deceived by 
his feolings. There were perhaps some 
faults in the prison discipline of the 
Island Colony, but these might have 
been corrected “without noise aud then 
all that ueeded reform would have beon 
rectified, The Chinaman was better off 
in Hongkong than in any province or 
city which owns the Emperor’s sway. 
‘The fact that the natives aro pouring 
into Hongkong proves that they 
value British rule and do not consider 
themselves oppressed, There is a story 
told, cleverly invented if not strictly 
tre, to the effect that when Sir John 
Hennessy was amongst us ho desired 
the thon Consul,’ Mr. Davenport, to tell 
the Taotai that he had nearly abolished 
flogging in Hongkong and hoped soon 
to abolish it altogether. The amazed 
Chinese official, instead of admiring the 
clemency of the British official, replied 
curtly that “he for his part could not get 
on without it in the city, and he did 
not think the Governor would find it 
easy to do so.” In fact, a little previous 
study of China and the Chinese would 
have assured Sir John Hennessy that 
there was no foeling in the native mind 
against our rule, and that the Chinese 
dwellers in the Isle of Sweet Waters 
considered themselves vory well off 
under the Queen’s protection. The 
grievances: and wrongs of the native 
residents in Hongkong were purely 
imaginary, and if they had been interro- 
gated, they would have been as 
ignorant of apy cause for complaint 

the powers that be as was 
Ganning’s kuife-grinder! We fear, 
however, that the seed of distrust and 
discord sown by this unbxppy policy 
will bring forth evil froit, The Inst 
thing a Governor of a Colony should 
do is to set the inbabitants of that 
Qvlony at variance. It is bad to set 
class against class, It is ten thousand 
times worse to set race against race. 
Had a strong feeling of contempt and 
ill-will existed in the breasts of English- 
men towards the Chinese, and had this 
feeling manifested itself in acts of 
irritating oppression, we should have 
admired and commended Sir John 





























Hennessy for siding with the weak 
against the strong, and championing 
the native in every way, but wo are 
prepared to affirm that there was no 
evidence of this feeling existing, and 
that the Governor magnified trifles 
until they became corroborations of a 
theory which he had conceived before 
he set foot in Hongkong. He made 
the giants first and then addressed 
himself with an amazing show of zeal 
and preparation to slay them. It is 
to be regretted that a public servant 
who never spares labour, and who 
possesres unquestioned ability, should 
lave been induced to take a policy 
which will, we feel certain, prodace 
ominons and baneful results in the 
fature, 





SERICULTURE IN INDIA, 

Tae Government of Indin has been 
waking many good efforts in late years 
to foster old industries and to encourage 
the establishment of new ones; and 
among others they have been stimulal 
ing sericulture, This has been in 
rather a languid condition from the 
time when the factories of the East 
Indian Company pnssed into private 
hands, and since then the export of 

from India enn scarcely be said to 
have increased, The cost of feeding 
the worms on mulberry leaves was 
too great; the worms which were 








reared from eggs imported from China 
the 


degenerated very much; and 
extension of the China and Japan 
trade affected that of India unfavour- 
ably. But the attention of the Govern- 
ment and of pi 
recently been directed to the ii 
tion of sericulture into Western Iudin, 
and the reports and statements on the 
subject, which have been published, 
speak very favourably of its prospects. 
The cocoons of the Tusser moth are 
found in almost every district in 
Western India, and it is proposed to 
pay the uatives a small fixed price for 
collecting and bringing them to agents. 
Ono pie, or less than half a farthing for 
one, or as some propose for tive cocoons, 
does not appear to be any very great 
encouragement to the natives, but as 
there will be very little troublein collect- 
ing them from the branches of trees, it 
may be sufficient to procure supplies. 
‘Taser silk has long been an article of 
export from India to London, bat never 
on @ very large scale, It now appears, 
however, that experiments have proved 
that it can be used in the manufacture 
of many fabrics for which mulberry 
silk has hitherto solely been employed, 
French mannfuctarers of ribbon have 
sent out special agents to India to 
purchase the silks and cocoons, and 
are anxious that the production should 
be increased as much as possible. Tho 
hybridisation of the Tusser and Japanese 
worms has also been successful, aud 
will no doubt improve the quality of 
the silk. 

Grants of money to conduct further 
experiments in rearing the worms and 











treating the cocoons have been made by 





the Government of India,and the subject 
bas excited considerable interest in the 
Bombay presidency. If silk culture 
can be introduced on a large scale into 
Western India, it will be very advan- 
tageous to the natives and to the 
Government. Additional employment 
will be provided for the former, and 
large tracts of laud which are now 
covered with jungle will be cleared, 
so that the trees which grow on them 
may be made available as food for the 
silk-worms. These trees aro of several 
species, and are found in almost every 
district, It will take some yeara before 
this new trade in silks from the Bombay 
country ean assume large proportions, 
even if the effurts now being made to 
introduce it are fully successful, but it 
is a menace on the part of India to our 
most important article of export. There 
is no renson, which we know of, why 
k culture should uot sugceed iu India, 
just as well as tea-planting. The 
quality of the silk may not be so fino 
as China’s for the first few years, but 
with the efforts which will continually 
be made to improve it, by the introduc. 
tion of silk-worm eggs from other 
countries, by the application of science 
in crossing aud rearing worms, and 
above all by the care which will bo 
given to reeling the silk, all difficulties 
in tho way of introducing it to ® high 
position in European markets will at 
Inst be overcome. “When that has 
been effected, the Chinese may see that 
it would have been better for them 
not to have prevented foreigners from 
establishing filatures in the country, as 
they were entitled to do under the 
treaty made by Lord Elgin, But by 
that time the world may be able to do 
without Chiua silks, at all events to a 
very large extent. 




















MONTENEGRO AND ALBANIA. 


Fro the telegram which we published 
in our Inst issue, we learn that the 
question of the cession of torritory to 
Montenegro on the coast of the Adriatic 
was still unsettled, but that a peaceful 
solution of the difficulty was expected. 
But the news" which bas subsequently 
arrived leads us to think that the 
Albanians, who hold Dulcigno, have 
proved deaf alike to the orders of 
the Porte and the threats of the 
Powers and Montenegro, and that an 
outbreak of hostilities is near at hand. 
Some account, therefore, of this ques- 
tion, and of the Montenegrin and 
Albanian peoples, may be interesting 
at the present time to our readers, 

‘The treaty of Berlin of 1878, granted 
an extension of territory to Montene- 
gro, which included some land near 
Lake Scutavi, and also the port of 
Antivari on the Adriatic, and stipulated 
that Dalcigno, further to the south, 
aud then held by the Montenegrin 
troops, should be restored to Turkey. 
‘These conditions remained unfulfilled 
when the Conference of the Powers, at 
which Turkey was unrepresented, inet, 








at Berlin in June last. This Conference 
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addressed what is called the Identic 
Note to the Porte, which recommended 
the cession of Dalcigno, in place of 
the territory near Lake Scutavi, and to 
that the Sultan assented, after some 
demur and delay. Bat the Albanians 
have objections either to go under 
Montenegrin rule or-to give up a 
part of their country, even though 
the Sultan has ordered them to sur- 
render it and has sent some 4,000 
troops to enforce his commands. If 
the Albanians persist in setting the 
orders of the Sultan, and the will of 
Europe, at defiance, there is little 
doubt the Montenegrins will fight for 
the new territory, which has been 
awarded .to them, and it is probable 
they will receive assistance from Servia, 
should they require it. The great 
ambition of the Montenegrins has long 
been to get a seaport which would place 
them in a position to trade with the 
rest of the world, Austria aud Turkey 
have both opposed her, the former 
Because she feared that a free port 
near her Dalmatian territory would 
interfere with the sale of her manufac. 
tures in the northern parts of Turkey, 
and tho latter apparently from the 
stupidity which always characterizes 
her rule. But Austria assented to the 
n of a seaport at both the Berlin 
conferences, and considering how ensily 
a flame might be lighted near to her 
borders, she must be anxious to seo 
the provisions of the treaties, and of 
the subsequent protocols, carried out 
without delay. She may therefore be 
expected to give at least a moral 
support to Montenegro. It will be 
to her interest to do so, even if the 
result should be that the manufactures 
of other nations take the place which 
ber own have hitherto held in the 
states and provinces near the Adriatic. 

‘The Montenegrins are, and have ever 
been, a gallant and independent people. 
Even when the power of Turkey was 
at its greatest, and when the Kingdoms 
of Europe were trembling at its 
approach, they stood firm and main. 
tained themselves Christian, and free. 
‘Their State is almost all mountains, and 
its greatest length is ouly 55 miles, and 
its greatest breadth 8 miles. In 1864 
the population was something under 
200,000; but Mr. Gladstone in one of 
his Midlothian speeches calls them 
300,000 heroes, which is probably 
considerably in excess of the actual 
number of the inhabitants of all ages. 
They are honest to a proverb, very 
industrious, frugal, and moral, Almost 
from its birth the Montenegrin child is 
associated with war for when being 
baptized the butt end of a pistol is 
held to its month, and the pistol 
is afterwards placed in the cradle to 
serve the purpose of the coral and toys 
of gentler nations, whilst songs of 
battle and the deeds of its forefathers 
are sung to lull it to sleep. Yonths 
of twelve, old men, pastors, cripples, 
even women serve in the army; and 
forces composed of these curious 
elements have more than once repulsed 























Turkish armies, many times superior 
to them in numbers and equipment. 
Tt was only after the war of 1858, that 
the troops or militia were armed with 
modern rifles, and any great attention 
was given to drill and tactics. Previous 
to that time they took possession of 
passes in the mountains, or fired from 
bebind rocks and trees, and trasted to 
their skill as marksmen, and to the 
swiftness with which they moved from 
place to place. Now they have cannon 
and gun manufactories, and a regular 
army of twenty to thirty thousand men, 
and some mountain artillery. And the 
reat of the uation, except only the 
children and the infirm, are the resery 
They are Slava with an admixture of 
the blood of the old Greck aud Roman 
settlers, 

‘They appear to be as skilful as the 
Ohinese in cultivating small patches of 
land, and every corner among the hills 
and rocks where a few handfulls of 
soil, vegetable matter, or the débris 
brought down by the torrents, have 
formed a fow square feet of ground 
where grain can be grown is made 
some use of. Many of their fields of 
wheat are not twenty sqnare feet. 
Yet they have asurplus of grain, which 
they sell to their neighbours ; and they 
algo export silk, cattle, pigs, salted or 
smoked meat and fish in large quantities, 
wine, and dyes. 

‘The population of Albania, one half 
of which are Turks and the rest 
chiefly Arnauts and Greeks, is prob- 
ably over 1,250,000, of whom about 
half are Mussulmans and tho rest 
belong to the Greek and the Latin 
church, ‘Their faiths seem to sit very 
lightly on all, as the men are often 
Mahomedans, and the women Chris- 
tians in the eame family. Albania held 
out against the Turk for somo time, 
but for nearly 400 years it has been 
in a loose sort of way subject to the 
Sultan; whoso rule they hold in con- 
tempt, and who has scarcely any antho- 
rity in their country. But they are 
the favourite and are esteemed the 
best body-guards of the Sultan and the 
Pashas, and this procures them con- 
siderable inflaence at Constantinople, 
and doubtless make the Porte averse 
to offend them, by compelling them to 
surrender a part of their country to 
Montenegro. While they are scarcely 
loyal in their allegiance to the Sultan, 
they hato the Greeks, to whom they 
are also called on to surrender some of 
their southern districts. They are now 
menaced on every side, and with the 
exception of such secret support as the 
Turkish Government may give them 
in arms and munitions, they bave only 
themselves to depend on. “They are a 
warlike and lawless people, many of the 
men passing some years of their youth 
and early manhood in brigandage, 
which is considered an honourable 
occupation. The disquiet and the 
alarming condition of the south-east 
of Europe has, we believe, its origin 
in Slavonic aspirations and intrigue. 
The Slavs are dissatisfied with the 




















settlement of the Turkish provinces 
made by tho treaty of Berlin, and are 
eager to embroil Turkey in another 
war. It will be very unfortunate for 
the East of Europe if they should 
succeed in this, because the end of it 
wonld certainly be that ‘Turkey would be 
still further stripped of her power before 
the other nations of Earope, which are 
interested in keeping the Russians out 
of Constantinople, hed any assurance 
that the Slavonic States which would 
succeed Turkey were able to maintain 
their position, Time is wanted to 
consolidate Bulgaria and Roumelia, and 
that were given, and were devoted to 
strengthening the governments of these 
States, it is very probable that within 
one generation, the question of who 
was to be the successor of the “ Sick 
Man,” would adjust itself to the com. 
plete satisfaction of the world except 
Russia, : 











OBRISMANITY AND CIVILISATION, 
Canistiantry having absorbed all the 
civilised nations of the world, the terms 
“Christian” and “civilised” as applied 
to nations have for many centuries 
been regarded as roughly convertible, 
Tt may therefore seem more curious 
than usefal to speculate upon what 
would have been the course of the 
world’s history had Christianity beon 
crashed out of existence during the 
first couple of centuries after the death 
of its foundor. Renan believes that if 
Obristianity bad not carried the day, 
the worship of Mithra would have 
become the religion of the world. Some 
Eastern religion would assuredly have 
been adopted. Through evolational 
processes which we can only record 
without attempting to explein them, 
homanity was two milleoniums ago 
craving for some means of expressing 
its newly-developed religious sontiment, 
True religion, to quote Renan again, is 
the organisation of self devotion, and 
the official observances of the Roman 
Empire offered nothing that promised 
to satisfy this nowly-felt want. Hence 
it was that the Egyptian worships 
became everywhere popular, and that 
seoret rites were porformed by men and 
women of all classes, who thereby 
sought to place themselves in relation 
with the surmised mysteries of an 
invisible universe. Some form of reli- 
gion addressing itself to the emotions 
had become one of the necessities of 
the age, and it so happened that 
Christianity arose to supply it. Through 
what concatenation of circumstances the 
new religion became predominant it is 
the business of history to explain, and 
the story has in fact been told times 
without number. It has beon said of 
certain monuments of Greek art that 
they embody finely balanced ideal types, 
blending superhuman majesty and 
superhuman faultlessness with a beauty 
so real and life-like that the whole 
conception is kept within the pale of 
human sympathy, The same words 
mas be applied to the Founder of 
Christianity, but it assuredly was not 
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an overwhelming religious impression 
due to the contemplation of his perfec- 
tions that mado the strength of the 
new faith. Rather must we look for 
it in the selfish and corrupt motives 
of astute men who recognised in 
Christianity a latent foree which needed 
only development aud adaptation to 
their ends, What is not sufficiently 
enforced by historians is the fact that 
Roman society under the Empire was, 
20 far aa morals wont, very much the 
same as Enropoan society is now. ‘The 
classic! authors who are justly con. 
sidered dangerous reading for youth, 
picture a atate of manners abominable 
beyond expression, yet no worse thin 
exists in London, Paris and New 
York to-day. But the historian of 
Enropean morals in the nineteenth 
century if be treats of snch types at all, 
will treat of them-as abnormal and 
utterly monstrous, so little prevalent, 
comparatively speaking, as not to affect 
the trath of a generally favourable 
picture of society, We must rouder 
the same -justice to the Roman world, 
and imagine the thousands of happy 
domestic circles where father, mother, 
children and domestics lived in an 
atmosphere of affection and purity, the 
odour of which reaches us bat fitfully 
through brief allusions in letters or 
throngh inscriptions on sepulchral monu- 
ments, Fashion and interest have for 
long made men write about the advent. 
of Obristianity as the one event which 
ed from the avenging fires of heaven 
ly given up to wickedness, 
nity they say is due the 
introduction of a type of moral beauty 
unconceived before; which we do not 
contest, altbough in practice that type 
was soon overlaid and disguised with 
human inventions to that point that it 
was no longer recognisable. But we 
do utterly deny that to Christianity 
wore duo the beginnings of an improve- 
ment in the social condition of women 
or in the treatment of slaves, or in the 
humanity of legislation or in the mode 
of waging war. Upon this latter point, 
history is very eloquent. With regard 
to the others, Renan’s first Hibbert 
lecture may be profitably studied by 
those who still cherish those mis- 
representations of fact which, within 
an experience gathered twenty years 
ago, made the prelections of noisy and 
ignorant divines unspenkably nauseous 
to ur, Wo may go baok ages before tho 
Christian era, and discover the existence 
of sentiment which we are taught to 
consider as exclusively Christian. Take 
ystance from Herodotus, “To 
he god is the same thing as to 

commit the crime,” said the oracle to 

Glnucus, when he sought advice as to 

whether he should cover a breach of 

trust by perjury. “May J,” says 
- Plato in the eleventh book of the Laws 

“do to others as I would that they 

should do to me.” So elsewhere in the 

same work purity is enforced; and 

Boorates is represented as teaching 

that the principles of virtue should be 

applied equally to both sexes. Purity 



























in the inuer and onter life at every 
moment of existence was the ideal set 
before the disciples of Pytlingoras. In 
the time of Aristotle, there was a strong 
party who denounced the institution 
of slavery, for the philosopher devotes 
a well-known passage at the open. 
i of his Politics to confutin 
views so revolutionary. Yet even 
he commends the existence of a mutual 
friendship between master and slave. 
Referring our readers to Renau’s alrendy 
cited lecture, we will not enumerate 
the instances by which he supports his 
proposition that about the beginnis 
of the Imperial era the world war 
throngh natural causes hecon 
supple, acquiring softnessnd sen 
cultivating moods of melancholy tend 
ness, and wooing sweetness and purity 
in seutiment. We would add to them 
many passages in Cicero's letters to his 
friends and in the epistles of Pliny. 
Tha, last-named charming writer gives 
his opinion emphatically that whoever 
regards the sickuess and death of 
slnves as a mere pecuniary loss is 
unworthy of (be name of nian, what. 
ever he may think of himself. Among 
the Roman collegia or guilds it not 
infrequently happened that slaves occ 
pied posts which gave them authori 
over free citizens. In an inscription 
discovered at Smyrna on a tomb con- 
structed for herself by one Amilla, a 
great or at least a wealthy lady, we 
read that within it the middle berth 
was reserved for an old slave who 
had “given his labour without pay.” 
Indeed the burial of their slaves in 
the family columbarium had always 
beon considered a duty by wenlthy 
Romans untainted by city corrup- 
tions, O£ domestic affection, of the 
enduring love that existed between 
man and wife, the monuments and 
inscriptions give evidence, Into this 
we cannot enter. What we bave written 
is sufficient to prove that independent 
of external nid civilised mau was some 
two thousand years ago prepared to 
cultivate for himself those higher emo- 
tions which the majority of people 
believe to have been called into exist- 
ence by the appearance of Christianity. 
A great French Jansenist has gone so 
far as to assert that without “grace” 
man ean have no idea of abstract 
justice. This is the exaggeration of folly. 
Whatever uuquestionnble benefils the 
world has derived from the domination 
of the Christian religion under its 
various forms, it is well to be just to 
the natural development which declared 
itself without any supernatural help, 
bat which was no doubt extended by 
the subsequent teaching of the fathers 
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of the church in so far as that tenching 
corresponded with the noblest feelings 
and aspirations of the human race.

TIENTSIN. 


There seems to be a growing conviction, 
so far as one may judge from the little 
known, that war is inevitable sooner or 
later. General Tso Tsung-t'ang is known to 
be on his way to Peking by command of 
the Throne, for consultation on public 
affairs, He'is an enemy of the Viceroy. 
His counsels will not be favourable to peace, 
and will strengthen the war party in 
Peking. 

‘A uew military department has been 
created, comprising the department in which 
the Capital is situated, the Shan-hai Kuan, 
and Shéug-king, in which Moukden is 
situated. ‘Tséng Kuo-chiian is military 
commander, with headquatters at Tientsin, 
Large numbers of troops are being collected 
in this department, ‘These troops, it is 
believed, will adhere to the Viceroy, in case 
he is pressed to self-defence by his enemies 
in the Government, 

Orders have been issued for the re-con- 
struction of the mud rampart around 
Tientsin, known of old as “San Lin Son’s 
Folly,” which was destroyed by the floods a 
few years ago. This is for a protection to 
‘Tientsin—including the foreign Sottlement 
—from harm at the hands of the soldiery 
about us, who are not always to be trusted

@) Postacript memorial from Bing An 
and his colleague, in continuation of the 
report on the insubordinate conduct of thé 
students at Chi-lin Ting published in 
yesterday's Gazette, Tho examination that 
‘was abruptly stopped, having been fixed to 
take place tivo days afterwards, the students 
assembled ; and, their names having been 
checked off, the gates were locked. The 
sub-Prefect’ then called upon thirty of 
tho students, who had come up. f 
examination the first time, to sit near hi 
table that he might be able to keep a strict 
watch over them, after which he issued 
the theme, and sent it round on the board 
to which the theme is affixed for the 
inspection of the studonts, Several of the 
unruly amongst them then rushed up io 
the sub-Prefect, and said that they suspected 
that there were some substitutes amongst 
the students that had been placed near 
him, and that they wanted to take their 
seats also at the same tables in order to 
help him in looking out for any irregularity. 
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‘The sub-Prefect censured them, explained 
that there was no room, and ordered them 
back to their seats. ‘They then induced a 
number of others to join in their protest, 
and commenced to make an uproar, up- 
getting the tables, the lege, of which 
they broke off, and, brandishing them 
in their hands, rushed again into the 
hall in which the sub-Prefect sat, 
and assailed the students that were 
sitting there, declaring that these should 
not be examined, and should leave the 
hall with them, "The sub-Prefect took 
rigorous measures to quiet them, and 
ordered his subordinates to seize the ring- 





leaders, but they all rushed out of the 
hall with the theme-boards in their hands, 





assailing the underlings when they tried 
to scize them. On reaching the'great gate, 
they broke the seals and rushed out. ‘Tho 
sub-Prefect then called upon the students 
who had not joined in this uproar to 
continue the examination, and gave orders 
for the arrest of the turbulent students, 
five in number, ‘the memoralists have 
endorsed the sub-Prefect’s orders for the 
arrest of these five students, and mean- 
while beg to submit the above report to 
His Majesty. (For decree see Gazette of 
15th August. ° 

August 27th.—(1) A decree acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of a memorial from the 
Governor-General at Foochow announcing 
tho capturo of a noted rebel called Liu 
Ts'an-kén in Formosa, who had escaped 
from his pursuers some years ago, and had 
hidden himself somewhere in tl 
Having recently again risen in revolt, 
troops were sent out against him in the 
month of June last. Ho had the temerity 
to offer resistance, but a vigorous onslaught 
was made by the Government troops, and 
Liu was captured and killed, his followers 

i exterminated. ‘The conduct of 
this occasion baing fairly 
creditable, the names of the most deserving 
amongst them are to be submitted to His 
Majesty for the bestowal of rewards. 

(2) Poatactipt memorial from T’u Tsung- 
ying, Governor of Honan. In the month of 
Soptomber Inst he reported the date of the 
rival of the Nepélese Envoy within the 
limits of his jurisdiction, and his departure 
from it, On the return of the Envoy to 
his own country, the memorialist sent high 
ofticers, civil and military, to meet him on 
the Honan frontier and keop order along 
the route he was to pass. He further 
instructed the Department and District 
Magistrates along the road to afford him the 
aid Foquiced under the regulations drawn ap 
by the Mongolian ‘Superintendency and 

approved by the Throne. These ofticers now 
report that the Nepalese Envoy entered the 
limits of An-yang Hsien on the frontier of 
the province upon the 18th of June, lea 

the limits of Wén-hsiang Hsien, on the 
opposite frontier of the province, upon the 
AOth of July, where he was passed on to 
‘officers sont to meet him by the Shénsi 
Government. He had been promptly 
furnished with everything that he required, 
and the journey was made in comfurt.— 
Reseript : It is noted. 

‘August 28th,—No documents of import- 
ance. 

‘August 20th.—(1) Memorial from the 
Governor-Geueral of the Two Kuang and 
the Governor of Kuangtung requesting the 
Destowal of marks of compassion upon 
twelve officers'aud men who were drowned 
at soa in a gale that occurred off the coast 
of Kuangtung on the 31st of May, 1875. Ou 
the day in question, a cruiser belonging to 
the central naval division of the Kuangttng 
province that was out in search of pirates 
went ashore in a gale and was broken to 
pieces, her commander Hsien. Chao-hua, 
an acting captain, his lieutenant, and five 
soldiers being drowned. A revenue cruiser 
attached to a lekin station was also capsized 
in the same gale, and her commander and 
five of his men were drowned. The mishap 
was reported to the central office of the Re- 
organisation Committee, and an application 









































was made through that office to the 
memorialists begyinz that they would 
solicit from His Majesty the bestowal of 
marks of compassion upon the officers and 
men who lost their lives in the public 
service. ‘The law provides that in the case 
of a captain who loses his life while 
cruising at sea, the sum of Tls.. 300 shall 
be given to his relatives, and that one of 
his ‘sons or younger brothers shall be 
honored with the title of Lieutenant in 
the Grain Transport Service. ‘To a lien- 
tenant's family under the same circum- 
stances, Tis. 10 are given, and on one of 
his sons or younger brothers the rauk of 
sub-licutenant is bestowed. When vessels 
atanchor are lost in harbour or amongst 
the islands (on the coast) these honours 
and gratuities are bestowed in a modified 
degree, the m-ney reward being diminished 
by one-half. The memorialists beg to apply 
for the bestowal of marks of compassion 
upon the deceased in accordance with the 
scale quoted above,—Reforred to the Buard 
of War. 

2) ‘Tséng Kuo-ch'tian, Governor of 
Shansi, aunounces that he gave over charge 
‘on the 8th of August to Pao Hény, the 
Financial Commissioner. As soon as he 
has set in order various matters that have 
to be attended to, he purposes starting for 
the capital, where he will bow his head to 
the dust in front of the palace gate, and 
listen on his knees to the sacred admoni- 
tions.

) Postscript memorial from Ting Pao- 
chén, Acting Goveruor-General of Szechuen. 
At a place known as Lao Ya T’au, or Old 
Crow Fiat, on the borders of Yénnan, there 
has been for some years past a notorious 
rebel called Ma Ju-lung, who, with two 
other desperate characters in neighbourin, 
districts formed a sworn brotherhood 
and attracted to themselves followers 
from all parts, wh numbers di 
not fall short of a thousand individual: 
These mon were constantly committi 
robberies on the Yunnan and Szechuen 
frontiers, and had been guilty of ince 
diarism and murders umerable, no 
one daring to yainsay their action.’ In 
the year 1878, the Prefect of Bsii Chou, 
under orders from the memorialist, 
tured Ch’én T’ai-p’ing, one of the chi 
this fraternity, and put him to death, and 
in the month’ of September last, ash 
already been reported, another of the tr 
was captured and summarily executed. 
Ma Ju-lung, however, had established 
himself at Lao Ya ‘T’an, and wheu he 
that his allies had been captured aud stu 
marily dealt with, touk care to hide himself 
securely and not to emerge, though he 
made his followers go out on marauding 
expeditions y direction, Rep 
orders had been given for his capture, but 
the opportunity never presented itself, 
until, in the month of June last, the 
Drigands, emboldened by their success, 
made themselves masters of the river that 
runs past Lao Ya ‘Tan, and is a highway 
fromSzechuen intoYiinnan. They then pro- 
ceeded to erect barriers, at which they levied 
alekin tax on every salt junk of Tis. 30 per 
caryo, and a tax of 30 cash on each package 
ofsalt. They levied in addition a wharfage 
fee of Tis. 50 from every mercantile 
establishment, hoping thereby to possess 
themselves of funds which would enable 
them to extend their numbers and depre- 
dations. Repeated complaints of these 
extortions haring been made by the merean- 
tile community, the memorialist, having 
again communicated with the Yiiunan 
Government, gave orders to the Prefect ef 
Chao-t'ung and the sub-Prefect of Chén- 
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hsiung to make a joint effort for the cap- 
ture of Ma Ju-lung, directing them, in 
view of the numbers of his gang, to send 
spies ahead to secrete themselves in their 
midst and await an opportunity to lay 
hands upon him. On the 9th of July, 
Chang Shih-kéng, a Prefect in command 
of the Ta-izit division, reported that on 
the Srd of the same month he had taken 
advantage of a moment when Ma Ju-lung 
was not on his guard to descend suddenly 
upon him and’ surround him, He was 
aptured alive, but directly afterwards his 
followers came promptly to the restue, and 
in a short time there were some to of 
three hundred of them on the ground 
prepared _to attempt the rescue of their 
leader. Fortunately, the soldiers who had 
been sent ahead to be in readiness promptly 
came up, aud the rebels, seeing the force 
that was against them, ‘then dispersed in 
every direction. Ma Ju-lung was promptly 
brought on to the prefectural town, it being 
deemed imprudent to remain long in the 
neighbourhood, and speedy orders were 
solicited for the treatment of the prisoner. 
The memorialist, fearing that a rescue 
might be attempted if the prisoner were 
brought to the provincial capital, ordered 
that he should be examined in the prefec- 
tural town, and his deposition sent on 
to him for decision as to his punishment, 
The deposition was forwarded in due 
course, and was, in sum, a full confession 
of the acts with which he was charged, 
In forwarding his report, the Prefect repre- 
sented that numbers of the band were 
making their way into the town to discover 
the possibilities of rescue, and it would 
be advisable that the prisoner should be 
promptly dealt’ with. ‘The memorialiat 
accordingly gave orders for Ma Ju-lung’s 
suminary execution. ‘The suppression of 
this gang has given the greatest satisfaction 
to the inhabitants of the neighbourhood, 
Rescript: It is noted, 

August 31st.—(1) Memorial from 
Board of Revenue, reporting their deci 
in the case of the Superintendent of live 
stock and house duty for the east division 
of Peking, whose deficiency in his surplus 
assessment for the year has rendered him 
liable to a penalty.

‘The regolations laid down by Imperial de- 
cree are to the effect that deficits in 
the cullection of duties shall be made 
good by the responsible officer, who 
shall futher be punished in proportion 
to the amount ef the deficit they show ; 
but as the Superintendent shows good 
cause for the present deficit, which is 
not attributable to want of euergy, the 
Board would suggest that as in previous 
instanees, he be ouly called upon to make 
good three-tifths of the deficit, for the pay- 
ment of which he shall be granted the usual 
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time; They would further suggest that the 
penalties to which he has rendered himself 
liable be remitted. 

(2) The Governor-General of the Two

(2) Ta Jui-lien, Governor of Yiinnan, 
denounces the officer in charge of the prison 
at Lu-féug Hsien for having carelessly 
allowed some prisoners to escape under the 
following circumstances. On the night of 
the 8th of May last, during a storm of wind 
and rain, one of tho outer walls of the 
prison fell down. Right prisoners ¢ 
cerned in a burglary, who were confined in 
the inner chamber, seized the opportunity 
to destroy the cages in which they were 
placed, and having wrenched off their 
manacles, rushed out in a body, being 
joined by two kidnappers who were con- 
fined in an outer room. ‘The turnkeys 
attempted to stup them, but they assaulted 
them with the wooden bars of their cages 
with which they had armed themselves, 
Killing a turnkey, his daughter, and two 
watchmen. ‘The’ Magistrate immediately 
went to the prison accompanied by. the 
military, and inspected the bodies of the 
murdered porsons. On referring to the 
records, he found that seven of the run- 
aways were under sentence of death for 
boing concerned in two cases of burglary 
with violence, and that two others were 
awaiting thoir trial on a charge of rape and 
kidnapping. ‘The runaways were pursued, 
and four of them were promptly captured, 
but the remaining five erawled through 
a hole in the outer wall, which was 
under repair, and escaped into the open. 
A description of the prisoners was fore 
warded to the memorialist with a report 
of tho ocourrence, and he at once issued 
orders for their pursuit and capture. At 
+ the instance of the Taotai and Prefect, in 
whose jurisdiction the district lies, he now 
begs to denounce the jail wardeu respon- 
sible: for the escape. Cousidering the 
number of important criminals confined in 
his prison, the jail warden should have 
taken special precautions to secure their 
safe custody, and he has been guilty of no 
ordinary carelessness in allowing so brutal 
an assault to have been committed and so 
many prisoners to escape; while the 
Magistrate himself canuot evade a certain 
responsibility for the occurrence. It is 
accordingly requested that the jail warden 
be tashiered and placed on his trial, and 
that the Magistrate be committed to the 
Board for the infliction of a severe penalty. 
September 3rd.—(1) Postscript memorial 
from Ting Pao-chén. Of late years the 
provinee of Szechuen has been called upon

upwards on account of military subsidies 
and wages for local troops, the whole of 
the. burden of raising this large amount 
falling on the treasuries of the Financial 
and Salt Commissioners. The total income 
of these two departments from all sources 
is not suficient to meet more than half the 
calls that are made upon them, aud it is to 
the lekin on salt and yoods that they have 
to turn to supply the deficit. Upon the 
arrival of the memorialist in the provi 
in the year 1877, he found the treasuries 
of the Financial and Salt Commissioners 
were drained to the last drop month by 
month, so that whenever claims were made 
for subsidiary grants, recourse was had per- 
force to the salt merchants for loans in aid, 
a measure that may well be considered ns 
of an extreme kind, In the year 1877, 
the memorialist commenced reductions on 
a large scale in the pay uf the irregular 
troops, and inaugurated sweeping changes 
in the system of the collection of lekin ou 
salt and goods, into which numerous abuses 
had crept. He further insisted upon the 
uncompromising payment of arrears due 
from outgoing olticials. ‘These reforms 
added considerably to the annual income of 
the province, and the treasuries of the 
Financial and Salt Commissioners gradually 
commenced to be eased of the strain to 
which they had been subjected. ‘The lekin, 
on goods was under the administration of 
ial Commissioner, aided by the 
memorialist, but that on salt, a much 
larger item, and raised on anatural product, 
was in the hands wf the former Tea and Salt 
Intendant, an officer who was incapable 
of instituting the sweeping reforms. that 
were needed. ‘The result was that abuses 
increased more than ever. ‘This matter was 
ety to the memo- 
that the super- 
vision’ of this one individual could not be 
complete. Happily, however, the new 
Intendant, Sung Fes-jéa, is a maowt pains- 
taking man, and under his administration 
marked improvement has taken place. So 
much so, that during the time he has held 
office, Jess than half a year, the receipts 
have ‘been over ‘Tis. 470,000, or more than 
the whole annual receipts of his prede- 
cessor. The Board of Revenue having 
called for « contribution this year from the 
salt lekin of ‘Ts, 120,000, aud a supple- 
mentary contribution of Tis. 50,000 from the 
Provincial treasury, the Iutendant, after 
consultation with the Financial Commis- 
sioner, being of opinion that this was an 
urgent claim, hag remitted the whole of this 
sum to the Board, So prompt a settlement 
has uever before been made, and the fact 
shows what » capability of extension of 
the’ income the Salt Iutendant possesses. 
Great credit in due to the Salt Iutendaut, 
whose energy in this matter pro a 
rich harvest for the salt treasury- in time 
to come, and the memorialist ventures to 
solicit for him the bestowal of a button of 
the second grade as a stimulus to further 
exertion on his part —Grauted by Resoript. 

September 4th.—(1) Postscript memoriat 
from Li Hung-chang. The mother of Li 
Prei-sung, a Taotai awaiting promotion, 
whose native place is Tan-t'u Hsien in 
Kiangsu, is a woman untiring in the per- 
formance of good deeds, and has brought 
up her sous in the way that they should go. 
On the occasion of the late famine in Shansi 
aud Honan, she ordered Li P’ei-sung and 
his brother to raise a larye sum for the 
relief of the sufferers, and subsequently, 
when the province of Ghihli was visited by 
floods, she devoted the sum of Tis. 1,000 
and upwards, which she had saved from 
the amount she was wont to spend in food 
and in clothing to the relief of the sufferers. 
‘The memorialist would solicit for this lady 
the favour of an honorary portal to be 
erected in her native place, He suggests 
the bestowal of a similar honour upon Chu 
Wei-hou, expectant Prefect in Cuilili, who 
has also subscribed ‘Tis. 1,000 for the 
relief of distross in memorialist’s proviuce. 
—Granted by Rescript.

SATURDAY’S YACHT RACE. 


‘The second Corinthian race of the season 
was originally fixed for Saturday last ; but 
owing to the tide being unsuitable, and the 
fact that several of the Corinthians are 
engaged in active practice for the forth- 
coming Regatta, while others wished to 
play in the cricket match, Racquet Court 
v. the Cricket Club, a race round the 
Red Buoy between the Arrow and Pina- 
fore was arranged in its stead, and the 
Fairy joined in, ‘Tho three boats cruised 
off the Public Garden at ten o'clock in 
the forenoon, and at five minutes past 
ten the flag was hoisted on the Police 
Hulk, It should have remained up five 
minutes and when lowered the boats were 
to start, but as a matter of fact it was 
lowered, according to the time taken by 
a stop-watch, half a minute too soon. 
inafore was then in an advantageous 
position near the starting line, and at onco 
went away with a good lead, followed by 
the Fairy, while the Arrow, in trying 
to weather the Fairy, got in a counter 
current, which drifted her into the entrance 
of the Soochow Creek, and at one time 
she was in imminent Sanger of fouling the 
Police Hulk. Eventually, however, she 
got way on, and followed the other two 
boats, which had already obtained an 
advantage of threo hundred yards of her. 
It was a dead beat down the harbour, each 
boat carrying a full mainsail and using 
‘a small jib, the wi boing light from the 
north, snd the tide the last of the ebb. 
At Birt’s Wharf the Fairy overhauled the 
Pinafore, while the misfortune the Arrow 
experienced at the start seomed to have 
disturbed her usual equanimity, and like a 
spoilt child she could not be persuaded to go. 
The other two bonta wore ig two feet 
of headway to her one, and at Silverthorne’s 
Point she was fully a mile behind the 
Fairy, which had here obtained a lead of 

uarter of a mile of the Pinafore. ‘The 

‘airy stood well over to Battery Creek and 
elected to go down the ship channel, the 
young flood tide making its way up the 
‘Woosung side of the junk channel. The 
Pinafore also seemed a’ if she was going to 
follow suit; but she suddenly changed her 
tactics, slackened off her mainsheet, and ran 
over the upper end of Gough’s Island and 
down the junk channel, Now the Arrow 
was hopelessly in the rear, and following 






















































about the same course taken by the Pinafore, 
she ran ashore on the spit, where sho 
remained for ten minutes.’ When tho 


coolies had succeeded in floating her the 
Fairy was opposite the bar marks, while 
the Pinafore was well ahead of her, but 
to leeward. ‘The latter boat now met the 
incoming tide running strong, and no 
doubt thinking the game not worth the 
candle, or rather the hats, for which the 
race was being run, apart from the honour 
and glory of the event, rounded the first 
man-of-war at anchor at Woosung, and - 
turned back to the Settlement, arriving 
at the E-wo jetty, we understood, about 
half-past one o'clock. ‘The Fairy continued 
on, and off Pheasant Point the tide was 
so strong and the wind so light that 
she could not make much headway, while 
the Arrow, bringing a light breeze down 
with her, was soon alongside her, and the 
pair had a capital tussle, beating out 
against a strony tide, with a light and 








| pudy wind. The skill displayed by ‘the 
h 


elmsmen, who at this particular point 
were the Chinese lowdahs of the two boats, 
was highly interesting to all true yachts: 
men, Both boats made short tacks on the 
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‘Pootung shore and then long legs until the 
tide drifted them out. The Arrow more 


than held her own to the Forts, where 
the Fairy stood out for the Red Buoy, but 
found that the tide carried her’ too 
much to leeward, and she then made 
short tacks tilting at the Buoy. Mean- 
while the Arrow made long tacks to 
windward, ‘Tho result was that the Fairy 
rounded the Buoy at seven minutes to 
8 o'clock, four minutes ahead of the 
‘Arrow. ‘With the wind dead aft and 
& strong flood tide, the run back to 
| Pheasant Point was’ made at a rattling 
ace, the Arrow gaining on the Fairy. 
‘hen both boats were close hauled, the 
wind increasing, and with it a jobble of a 
sea, It was a splendid racé up. The 
Arrow gradually drew on the Fairy and 
passed her just below Silverthorne’s Point, 
where the wind again fell licht and shifted 
almost to dead-aft, Mainsheets were eased 
off and booms squared. The Fairy used 
bothherlarge and small jibs, and the Arr 
not to be now outdone, ran outan extra jib- 
boomand set afiying jib, Te wasaslow drift 
from the Naval Yard. The Arrow gradually 
increased her lead and won by about three 
hundred yards, Being once fully two miles 
behind, and then hard and fast on the spit 
from Gough’s Island, the perseverance of 
her owner deserved to be rewarded by 
victory. 




















“THR CONCERT AT THE TEMPERANCE HALL. 


Early in the spring of this year the Tem- 
erance Hall was closed for alterations and 
improvements, as ithad over and over again 
eon proved that, large as the prineipal room 
was, yet it was not sufficiently commodious 
for the requirements of Shanghai, for, as a 
rule, so large was the attendance at the 
entertainments given under the auspices 
of the Society, that inconvenience and 
crowding was the constant result. Altera- 
tions of the hall were therefore projected 
to remedy this shortcoming, and now tha! 
they have been completed the Shanghai 
Temperance Society possess a fine hall 
that will comfortably accommodate upwards 
of 450 people, while the acoustic defects 
of the building, that were formerly so much 
complained of, have been remedied by 
raising the roof and throwing two rooms 
into one, thus giving a finely proportioned 
hall 82 feet in length, 32 in width, with a 
height of 22 feet, It'is.a pity that while 
80 inany improvements were effected a 
little more was not done to render the hall 
more perfect as a concert-room. It would 
have added greatly to the appearance of 
the room if it had been lighted entirely by 
sunlights from above, and pendant gaseliers 
and brackets abolished, as the one small 
sunlight that has been’made use of suffi- 
ciontly shows the advantage of such a means 
of illumination. ‘The stage, also, should 
have been higher, for asit is at present, only 
the heads of the performers can be seen by 
those seated about the centre and at the 
back of the hall, and some means should 
have been taken to provide ventilation 
through the roof. Any mural decorations 
are, We prestime, out of the question until 
the’ walls have become thoronghly dry, but 
when’ that is the case the Committee 
should, if they have a proper desire to 
beautify their hall, take steps to do away 
with the deadly blank of pink wall that now 
stares the audience in the face. Still, we 
must bear in mind the poet’s advice that— 
“What son cannot aa you would achieve, 

‘You must perforee acoumplish a8 you may,” 
and probably the Committee deem it 
advisable to render their hall merely avail- 
able for the comfortable accommodation of 
their visitors, and reserve the question of 
embellishment for a future and more con- 
venient opportunity. 

‘The repairs to the hall were completed 
after the summer had set in, aud therefore 
the re-opening ceremony had to be deferred 
until cool weather had visited us once 
more, It is true that the new hall has 













































occasionally been leit to the Good Templars, 
and that several meetings have already 
been held within its walls, but the official 
re-opening only took place on Saturday 
evening, when the occasion was celebrated 
by a coucert, for admission to which the 
modest sum’ of one dollar was charged. 
All who were concerned in providing this 
public treat must be heartily congratulated 
on its successful issue. The musical 
arrangements were entrusted to Mr. Geo. 
B. Fentum, and wisely so, as they could 
not have been in better hands, and as 
that gentleman was fortunate in obtaining 
some of the best amateur assistance that 
Shanghai affords, a programme was put 
forth that it would have been difficult to 
improve upon, and was so fully responded 
to on the part of the public, that upwards 
of four hundred people were present in the 
hall on Saturday evening to enjoy the 
fruits of Mr. Fentum’s energies. 

‘The first and last pieces on the programme 
were portions of a trio for piano, flute and 
violoncello by Reissiger; a piece that 
is, perhaps, too long to be generally appre- 
ciated at a concert at one sitting, and yet 
which is too good to admit of the omission 
of any one of the movements, Reissi 
Was a composer of considerable renown, 
who acted for many years with great abi 
as conductor at Dresden, where he died 
1859, and of course he belonged to the old 
school. ‘The trio given on Saturday is a 
very fair specimen of his compositions, 
being pleasing and effective, and written in 
the recognised form of classical chamber 
music, though it occasionally betrays a 
monotony of figure, and is not remarkable 
for originality. When first written it was 
for violin, cello aud piano, aud the former 

art was subsequently arranged for the 

Bite, probably to the disadvantage of the 
composition, as there are parts where the 
strings are sadly ngeded in place of the 
wind instrument. ‘The allegro and andaute 
movements of this trio were given as the 
opening piece of the concert, and being 
entrusted to Messrs. Loam, Zacharise au 
Fentum, were in safe hands, while the 
attention given by the audience to every 
note must have shown the performers 
how much their musical skill was appre- 
ciated, which the hearty applause at the 
conclusion fully confirmed. 

The first vocal piece was given by Sir 
Wm. Johnston, who had on this occasion 
selected Marzial’s rollicking and_ spirited 
song The Three Sailor Boys, which being 
more within the capabilities of the singer 
than the pieces usually selected by him, 
met with more successful treatment, but 
should have been delivered a little more 
freely. Still, the audience were very well 
pleased with the rendering of this song and 
were demonstrative at its conclusion, but 
the encore that was loudly demanded was 
declined by the singer, who contented

thorough master of his instrument, his 
tone is firm and pure, his style is neat and 
perfect, and he makes his cello sing, thereby 
showing how finished a player he is.

We hope 
that Mr. Fentam will be able to secure 
Dr. Zachariw’s valuable assistance at future 
concerts, for it is such a pleasure to listen 
to this clever amateur.

This amateur possesses 80 
pleasing and sympathetic a voice, and sings 
so tastefully, that to hear him is always a, 
treat, and therefore the audience were well 
satisfied with his rendering of the serenade, 
but we do not think it was a selection that 
did justice to hi reat vocal abilities.

‘Then Mr. Loam again appeared to play a 
solo on the flute, one of Clinton’s many and 
clever “Lieder one Worte.” ‘The title 
the illustrious Mendelssohn, who 
first to adopt this pleasing style of 
composition, for which the world is so much 
indebted to him, but Clinton—who was 
unrivalled as a flautist, and claims the 
gratitude of all performers on the flute for 
his clever arrangement of the best classical 
concerted music—wrote, among other 
original compositions, a series of “ Lieders” 
for the flute which are unexceptionally 
good, and which alone would have stamped 
the composer as a talented musician, ‘The 
“Lieder” which Mr. Loam so happily 
selected for his performance comprises 
three movements—andante, moderato and 
allegro—all yraceful in the extreme, and 
doubly welcome when played so faultlessly 
as they were on Saturday.

‘The Scherzo and Rondo of Reisseger’s 
Trio above mentioned concluded a most 
interesting concert, for which the warmest 
thanks are due to Mr. Fentum. That 
gentleman took part in the Trio and played. 
all the accompaniments throughout the 
evening with all the ability, correctness and 
taste for which he is so well known, but we 
cannot help saying that he should never be 
asked to play on so wretched a piano 
as he had to sit down to on Saturday. 
The Committee should inaugurate another

purpose we are sure that Bfr. Fentum 
would, after his Saturday’s experience,

FIRES IN JAPAN. 

We who reside in the “Model Settle- 
ment,” possessing as it does such an 
effici¢nt volunteer fire brigade, well pro- 
vided with steam and manual fire-engines, 
and other appliance for extinguishing and 
cutting off fires, can scarcely. realise the 
amount of destruction to property that 
frequently happens when a fire ocotirs in a 
Japanese town, During last winter it will 
be remembered that a fire broke out in 
Hakodate, and that in about nine hours 
three-fourths of the town were destroyed 
and 20,000 persons rendered houseless. 
‘The town is now being rapidly rebuilt. 
In doing so, advantage has been taken 
by the authorities to increase the width of 
the streets, which in several cases have 
been made 120 English feet wide. Stone 
and brick-built godowns are taking the 
place of the lato wooden ones, but the 
majority of the new buildings are of wood 
with shingle roofs. 

On the 7th of August last, the town of 
Niigata was nearly all burnt down, Here 
the fire spread with fearful rapidity, 
although it might easily have been ent off 
in its first stage, as the town is intersected 
by canals, so that had a few buildings 
been pulled down on the lee side of one of 
the canals, the proj 
have been arrest Instead of that the 
native fire brigade and officials were panic- 
stricken, and allowed it to pursue its course, 
when the following property was de- 
stroyed :—The Kencho, or Government 
office ; the Municipal offices ; the Telegraph 
and Post offices; the Police Station and 
two Police offices ; the Gaol, during the 
burning of which 98 prisoners escaped ; 2 
Colleges ; 18 Government official house 
G94 dwelling houses ; 7 temples ; Si 
Churches and branch Churches; 1 Bank ; 
and one office of the Council Board. No 
fewer than 93 ets were demolished, and 
unfortunately six natives lost their lives. 

‘As in Hakodate, the work of reoonstruc- 
tion is proceeding vigorously ; the shop- 
Keepers are carrying on their business in 
mat-sheds, and tho inhabitants generally 
appear as full of fun and good-nature as 
though no such dire disaster had befallen 
them. 

South of Niigata the town of Sugawa 
was partially burnt down on the same daj 
‘as the former, the 7th Aug In this 
case the main streci and its vicinity, com- 
prising an area of about 400 yards in 
length, by 75 yards in width, were 
destroyed. 

Proceeding still further south, indications 
of recent fires are to be found in many of 
the towns and villages, and with all this 
fearful loss of life ‘and property the 
Japanese continue to build their dwellings 
of wood, and to be utterly regardless of the 
danger they run by the careless way they 
carry lights, charcoal fires, &c., about their 
premises. 



































FORTHER MISSIONARY TROUBLES, 

We (Foochow Herald) learn that another 
assault upon missionaries has taken place. 
This time it is not the Fohkien province, 
the place of the assault being Canton. The 
threatened ontbreak at that place a few days 
ago, although not of serious import at the 
time, has not been without its evil results 
as the following will show.

Itseems 
that these gentlemen intended to visit a 
called Sh’k-kok, about 65 miles from 
janton, after which they were to proceed 
further inland, for religious purposes. 
‘These two gentlemen arrived on the 20th 
September, and upon passing a large crowd 
of people enjoying a ‘sing-song,” loud 
murmurs were heard, denouncing the 
foreigners who created the disturbance at 
Canton, and both parties were at once 
assailed with threats of being drowned and 
afterwards with stones and other missiles, 
‘Mr. Selby receiving a very bad cut on his 
wrist, both gentlemen barely escaping with 
their lives; in fact they only did so by 
retreating towards the river and getting on 
board a boat, thus escaping further violence 
from the angry crowd. 

‘(A party of missionaries with their 
families intended leaving for Linchan and 
Shin-kwan, about 300 miles up the North 
River, ina few weeks’ time, but this recent 
assault has deterred them from their 
purpose.”
